According to Kd, w ho had seen 
1 em used, the “ s k i p lack*’ wa* 
sw u n g from 
side to side of the 
lo w , covering the corn a< it went. 
In some instances it was dipped 
down, the 
hill of 
corn covered 
w ith the .caith brought 
up and 
T en an o th er dip marie between 
th e hills, etc. 
To use the “skip 
jack” was a 
tiresome job, and 
according to 
I d it w as possible to rover eight 
to IO .acres of corn a day. 
Before the 
advent of the two 
yow coin planter in 1876 or 1877.

Planter, 
operated by hand, was

Instead of being pointed,

Y ou’ll have to worm 
that out of General Ike, if you are 
sm art enough. However, one log­ 
ical line he might pursue would 
be to head up the coastal road 
along the eastern shore, through 
Syracuse to Messina, which lies 
on the narrow strait of that sam e 
name. 
One would expect the Allies to 
get to Messina as quickly as pos­ 
sible. This is the terminus of the 
m ainland 
railway, 
trains being 
ferried across the strait* which is 
only two miles wide at its n ar­ 
rowest point. Since Messina is the 
sole rail-hcSd of Sicily, its cap­ 
ture obviously would cut the is­ 
land off from its main com m uni­ 
cation. 
Actually Sicily m ust be pretty 
well isolated already. The Allies 
have complete m astery of the air, 
which means that any shipping 
which essays the rip-tides of the 
dangerous Messina w aterw ay is 
unlikely to reach its destination. 
That is to say, the Italians and 
G erm ans on Sicily m ust depend 
largely on the resources already 
collected there. In this respect 
they are in a position sim ilar to 
that of the A xis forces w hich su r­ 
rendered in Tunisia.

No Future for Business Is 
Seen But Present Demand 
Outweighs Problems

tins could be reconditioned, and 
a couple of brew eries found that 
tin ir 
gasoline' 
coupons couldn't 
keep up vvith their deliveries. 
Michaels is working on one of 
the milk wagon orders and also 
reconditioning som e old grocery 
wagons for the breweries. 
One 
of the latter he found in Louis­ 
ville, 150 miles from here. 
Michaels looks 
at 
the wagon 
business realistically. 
“It’ll 
never 
come 
back,” he 
said, “even though a lot of peo­ 
ple. like the milk companies and 
brt u f ries, would find it cheaper 
for

door-to-door 
hauls, than gasoline. 
“ It ll be good business for as 
long as the gasoline and tire pinch 
continues, but even the horse and 
wagon give tile hauler a m anpow ­ 
er problem.

They just
